But. it is folly to think of 
the Russian revolution as hav- 
ing begun in November, 1917. 
It had its first manifestations in 
1898. There was an abortive out- 
break in 1905. It failed bloodily. 

Most of its leaders fled to ex- 
fle — among them Lenin and 
Trotsky. One of the chief ones 
remained. He later came to be 
called Stalin. He learned how to 
be more ruthless than all the 
others. And he learned how to 
say the ends justify the means, 
and then to destroy the ends 
with the means. 

‘But, the revolution which over- 
threw the Tsars was not 
his making. It also caught Lenin 
and Trotsky by surprise. 

In January, 1917, Lenin said 
in a speech in Switzerland, “We 
the old (Lenin was then 46), will 
hardly live to see the decisive 
battles of the coming revolu- 
tion.”’ 

It began six weeks later. 

It was April 3, 1917, well 
after the unexpected revolution, 
that Lenin reached Petrograd. 

He, Trotsky and Stalin, along 
with the others, gave lip service 
to the Provisional government, 
though they were then organ- 
izing its demise, and also made 
an amazing — to support 
the war objectives of the Tsar’s 
government. It was probably the 
first great Communist lie. 

By November the plan was 

ready. 
‘ The orders were given at mid- 
night on the sixth. By 2 o’clock 
the armed groups were on the 
move. 

Even then—and in the latter 
weeks — intelligent action could 
have overthrown them. The Rus- 
sian people were by no means 
in general support. There was 
quarreling among the Bolshe- 
viks. But the war was going on 
and Germany had to be de- 
feated. 

The Kaiser—and Hitler—might 
be said to be twin blind Samsons 
who pulled down the pillars of 
the existing world.

A leader in secondary education in Geor- 
gia has looked at football in his school and 
found all well with one exception. 

Judson Cheves, superintendent of schools 
in Gainesville, has asked himself, ‘What 
about football in Gainesville High School?”

Here's the way the school superintendent 
describes it: “I am referring to the betting 
and gambling which some of the team fol- 
lowers indulge in. The danger is that a bet- 
ting man brings undue pressure on our boys 
to win. That type of pressure is wrong. 
And who knows but what the same betting 
man may bring pressure on our boys to lose. 
My advice to our fine boys is to steer clear 
of the man who wants them to win because 
he has put money on a game.” 

The editor of The North Georgia Tribune 
at Canton has warned of the same situation 
there. We suspect every city in Georgia has 
its coterie of “sports” who place wagers on 
the Friday game. 

If these men must have their fun, let 
them remember that along with it they have 
a responsibility to youth.

indignation expressed by business regarding’ 


the role played by business in any unethical 
conduct under discussion.” 

Ramspeck said indiscriminate smearing is 
making it almost impossible for the govern- 
ment to find workers of the caliber it needs, 

He said businessmen must help “beat back 
the barrage of loose talk,” and added: 

“The efficiency and improved service and 
greater economy we all want will be forth- 
coming from civil servants precisely in pro- 
portion to the pride and tradition we are 
willing to invest in them. 

“The sins of the spectacularly guilty few 
must not be visited upon the many who are 
innocent.” 

We certainly concur. 

It takes two to make a deal. That is 
an old axiom but a true one. As a matter 
of fact, only a small percentage of employees 
are involved. Most of them are not career, 
civil service employees, but political hacks 
of the ‘‘five percenter” type. 

We are kidding ourselves and we are not 
doing our country any good if we are so 
hypocritical as to view all corruption as 
“Washington”: and do not realize that for 
every government man corrupted some citi- 
zen had an equal part. Washington reflects 
the national morality.

University professors 
have come under similar attack for giving 
their students poor ideological guidance. 

These blasts indicate that with all the 
purges, Western ideas linger in the minds of 
Soviet intellectuals. In spite of all the propa- 
ganda, scholars in the Soviet are bound to 
come to the same conclusions as scholars have 
through the centuries. In spite of tyranny 
and suppression of individual liberties, these 
conclusions have kept the spirit of freedom 
alive through the centuries because no tyrant 
has ever been able completely to subjugate 
the minds of the student. 

It is indeed encouraging to note from So- 
viet admissions that the spirit of true learn- 
ing persists in spite of all efforts to destroy it.

S. S. CARONIA—I have been trying to rid my 
mind of preconceived angles and slants on thé 


* story 


of Great Britain in a political convulsion 


Ww hich certainly is dangerous to my own country. I try to conquer my 
pessimism but I can’t persuade myself that the harm can be re- 
paired or that Britain’s downward course toward the doom of the 
continental countries on both sides of the Iron Curtain can be re- 
versed. History cannot be rewound like a reel of movies and the 
saving that history repeats itself is not true here. 


When did history give us the 
precedent for this descent from 
the Christian civilization of the 
Western world toward some- 
thing worse than any of the 
alien Eastern military and re- 
ligious invasions that were 
either repelled or finally thrown 
out? When did a strong, en- 
lightened mass of civilized West- 
ern peoples hurl themselves in- 
to the abyss, like stampeding 
animals, as the peoples of the 
West have been doing in re- 
sponse to an irresistible lunacy 
ever since 1914? 

The British, especially the 
English, seem to me to have less 
excuse than any of the others 
and their guilt therefore seems 
to me to be the worse. And the 
British manual workers, the 
element who may be described 
as wearing overalls, seem to me 
to be the guiltiest because it 
was they who permitted a very 
small element of supercilious 
socialists to seduce them into 
socialism by means of a po- 
litical party using the endearing 
title of Labor. The English had 
the best civil discipline in the 
world and their manual workers 
were the most. intelligent in 
matters of politics. 


They should have been able 
to perceive that labor and so- 
cialism are not synonymous, 
that labor is a force, a human 
power, whereas socialism is a 
political system. They are no 
more to be compared than 
electricity and religion. But

ignoring our government to do 
political business, direct, with 
the bosses of the American 
unions. 


It is foolish to ignore the fact 
that our unions are Hitlerian 
socialistic dictatorships, run by 
tyrants who make only a hollow 
pretense, at best, of submitting 
to fair elections.

Way for Still, Witness Testifies

NEW YORK, Nov, 8—President 
Truman’s appointment of Gen, 
Mark W. Clark as ambassador to 
the Vatican does not mean a “‘sur- 
render to the Roman Catholic 
Church” nor does it “jeopardize 
the American doctrine of separa- 
tion of church’ and state,’ The 
Living Church, national Protestant 
Episcopal weekly, declared in a 
lead editorial appearing in its 
Nov. 4 issue. 

The “high church” journal, pub- 
lished in Milwaukee, characterized 
the President’s action as “unwise” 
and “poorly timed,” but added that 
it may “in time even serve to 
clarify” the principle of church-| 
state separation, “which is urgent- 
ly in need of constructive re- 
thinking.” 

“We hope, therefore,” the edi- 
torial asserted, “that the matter 
will be considered on its merits, 
both by the Senate and by the 
American public, and not seized 
upon as an occasion for religious 
intolerance and prejudice, or for 
political strife in a _ presidential 
election year.” 

The importance of the Vatican 
in world affairs, it continued, ‘‘can 
hardly be estimated in terms of 
the small territory of Vatican 
cay. 

“After all,” it added, “The 
United Nations, to which we ac- 
credited a representative with the 
rank of ambassador, has only a 
small enclave in the City of New 
York that it can call in some sense 
itsown. Nor is the .,~estion solely 
a religious one. Israel, to whith 
we also accredit an ambassador, is 
virtually as theocratic a state as 
is Vatican City. And if approval 
of a government’s policy were the 
sole criterion, we should scarcely 
accredit an ambassador to Soviet 
Russia.”

Georgia moonshine whisky has been in the 
news a lot lately, what with Atlanta’s poison 
liquor deaths and the trial of Sheriff*J. D. Posey 
in- Newnan as the alleged kingpin in a vast boot- 
legging ring. But what most Atlantans forget is 
that moonshining is a constant, day-in-and-day- 
out industry that is the high calling of a sizable 
portion of our population. 

: a 

Whole families are brought up in the business. 
Children are trained from the cradle in the 
gentle art of making white lightning—somewhat 
in the manner of European fathers handing down 
to their sons the secrets of wine-making. Only 
in Georgia a necessary part of the training is 
how to run from, bribe or otherwise beat the law. 


Since Prohibition Days when we used to 
see federal officers, booted and khaki-clad. 
hauling in copper stills from the Mobile 
River swamps and see the courtyard of the 
federal building inundated by a swirling 
amber stream of corn likker from crocks and 
bottles, we had forgotten about moonshining. 
The stores seem to be full of bright bottles 
of the legal stuff available for the asking. 
Why, we asked, would anybody buy the 
dubious product of the bootlegger? 


Federal and state officers looked at us glumly. 
“Why?” they said bitterly. “Because the tax 
alone on liquor store liquor is now nearly $10 a 
gallon and the bootlegger is doing well, if he 
gets $10 a gallon for his product. It coSts the 
moonshiner about 65 cents a gallon to make the 
stuff—not counting the risks, of course, and the 
dangers of exposure from the weather. He can 
afford to sell whisky at $5 a gallon—and he 
does all over the place!” 

The dangers of raids by federal and state 
officers are fairly negligible, they told us. There 
are so many stills and so few officers that by the 
time the officers get around many moonshiners 
have made enough money to retire. Only they 
seldom get out of the business. 

“Even when they get caught and go up for

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two or three years, they’re still moonshiners at 
heart,” said the officer. “Sooner or later they’re 
back at the business.” 
And the business has changed a lot in recent 
' years. The copper still is almost a thing of the 
past because of the scarcity of copper. Aluminum 
is the new thing and instead of the old charcoal 
heating systems more and more stills are using 
fuel oil. We compiled a glossary of bootlegging 
terms which is proof enough to us that we have 
been completely out of touch with some of our 
fellow Georgians. They speak another language. 


For instance: “A groundhog” is a sub- 
merged still, usually set into the side of a 
bluff and not easily visible from the outside. 

“Still yard” is the “tromped down” area 
around the still where the bottles are filled. 

‘“Flambeau”’—a soft drink bottle filled 
with kerosene with a rag for a wick, enly 
means of illumination for most stills. 

“Worm’’—a condenser, often an old auto- 
mobile radiator. (Said to be cheap and effi- 
cient.) 


“Flush a still’”—not, as you would suppose, a 
cleaning procedure employed by the proprietor 
of the still but rather a cleaning procedure used 
by the officers, as in “flush a covey of quail.” 
The officers surround the still and yell or fire 
off their guns, which is the signa] for the still 
hands to scatter and the foot race is on. 

““Wouldn’t it be easier to walk in with a 
drawn gun and say, “You’re under arrest’?” we 
asked naively. 

The officer snorted. “They’d still run. They 
know we won't shoot ’em. The government 
frowns on it.” 

It’s not considered sporting to shoot a boot- 
legger but, unfortunately, this code does not 
apply both ways. This night, no matter how cold 
or how rainy, all over Georgia there are aging 
internal revenue agents with aching feet who 
are chasing moonshiners through the bushes, 
knowing as they run that they may get shot. 
Revenuers are always in season.

Mother Worried by Mate’s 
Cruelty to Four-Year-Old 


DEAR MARY HAWORTH: My husband reads your column and 
thinks your ideaseare very helpful. I told him I would write to 
you and see if he would abide by your reasoning in our case. We 
have a comfortable home, a good income, and two daughters— 
Pam, now four, and Ann, two. 

Even before Ann was born, Dick resented my loving Pam— 
although I showed no partiality between him and her. When she 
was two months old she contracted a heavy cold and I was worrtied. 
He told me, then, that I ought to worry over him a little; that 
babies get along. As Pam got older, he would whip her for every 
little thing and put her to bed. If she didn’t fall asleep at once, 
he would go in, slap her very hard and command her to sleep. If 
I tried to intervene, he wouldn’t speak to me for days, and would 
shrug off my efforts to please him. 

When Ann was born I thought it would help: but so far, things 
have been worse. Dick pets Ann, and when Pam tries to climb on 
his knee he pushes hereaway. Her formerly good appetite is fitful 


now: and at times she wouldn't eat if I didn’t feed her. When her 


father is at work she plays with her sister; but when he is home 
she just sits and bites her nails. He still whips her if she doesn’t 
go to sleep. 

Now he is planning for a third child; but I can’t help won- 
dering if that would be right if he doesn’t change towards Pam. 
Friends notice the situation, and although they won't interfere, they 
rarely visit because of it; and have told me countless times to 
seek advice before he harms the child. I tell him he is making Pam 
neurotic: and before that occurs I would rather separate. What 
should I do?—G. P. 


DEAR G. P.: This is a bad situation, in which you and Pam 
are two equally innocent victims of Dick’s irrational resentment 
of hypothetical rivalry. 

Like a person in fever, he is fighting shadows in his uncon- 
scious that have nothing to do with his present circumstances. He 
is acting out an old struggle, and I suppose the ugly business is 
rooted in rejections and disappointments suffered in his childhood. 

It is probable that in relation to you and Pam, he unconsciously 
identified you with his mother as you began to hover over your 
first-born; and identified her with a younger brother or sister of his 
own in yesteryears—who had “stolen” the spotlight from him in 
nursery days. Thus he somersaulted back into an old grudge fight. 

His preferential treatment of Ann doesn’t signify greater de- 
votion in that direction. It is merely a way of accenting his re- 
jection of Pam. To overcome his hysteric resistance to sharing 
love, Dick should have specialist help such as a good psychologist 
might provide. Until he seeks growth of understanding along these 
lines, he isn’t fit to be a parent; and unless he does, he may trail 
off into paranoid illness in middle life.—M. H.

Diabetes More 
Likely To Hit 
Heavyweights 


By IDA JEAN KAIN 

More than one fourth of adult 
Americans are in the frankly 
fat class, and diabetes is on the 
increase. Dr. Elliott P. Joslin, 
foremost authority on diabetes 
is unyieldingly against over- 
weight in diabetes... and for 


that matter, against overweight 
itself. 

In a talk on “Overweight and 
Diabets” at the American Med- 
ical Association Convention, Dr. 
Joslin told of eight heads of 
families living in neighboring 
houses, in which seven out of 
the eight developed the dis- 
ease. The sole one who did not 
was the only one who had kept 
his weight normal. 

While diabetes is five to seven 
times as likely to occur in per- 
sons who have diabetic rela- 
tives, overweight is a known 
predisposing cause. Eight out of 
ten who develop the’ disease are 
overweight or have been over- 
weight prior to the onset of 
diabetes. 

In the clinic, more than 5,000 
adult patients were studied. It 
was found that 78 per cent of 
the men and 83 per cent dof the 
women were at least 5% over- 
weight. But more than half of 
the group were at least 20 per 
cent overweight. And more than 
a quarter of the women were 
at least 40 per cent above nor- 
mal weight. 

Here are the facts: With an 
inherited tendency to diabetes, 
if you are fat your chances of 
developing the disease are 20 
times greater! 

Why does overweight lead to 
diabetes? Dr. Joslin pointed out 
that the overweight person has 
used up so much insulin chang- 
ing carbohydrates into fat that 
the pancreas gets worn out and 
diabetes results. 

In this disease the body can- 
not handle carbohydrates in a 
normal way. The best precau- 
tion against diabetes is in keep- 
ing weight down and in lessen- 
ing the work of the pancreas 
by restricting sweets and 
starches. 

Dr. Joslin emphasizes that it 
is of the utmost importance for 
the diabetes sufferer to lose 
weight and keep it off. 

In this country there is more 
known diabetes than in any 
other country in the world be- 
cause we have the most plenti- 
ful supply of food.

The Constitution pointed out the 
natural advantages the South has 
for aluminum production; namely, 
its possession (chiefly in Arkan- 


sas) of virtually all of the nation’s 
bauxite deposits (raw material of 
alumina); its power potential, and 
its inland waterways. 

The Constitution was challenged 
in its position that the South could 
accommodate more aluminum pro- 
duction by a highly placed Gov- 
ernment power authority on 
grounds that the section did not 
have the power facilities to handle 
any more aluminum work than it 
is now doing. 


NORTHWEST HOWLS 


And the Northwest, fearful of 
losing ground in aluminum pro- 
duction, set up a howl, forcing the 
defense mobilizer, verbally, to give 
ground. The entire aluminum- 
production question then disinte- 
grated into a political braw!, but 
The Constitution, in a series of ar- 
ticles, continued “thumping the 
tub” for the South as the logical 
contender for aluminum-produc- 
tion honors. 

Wednesday, when in Atlanta, 
Commerce Secretary Charles Saw- 
yer was queried on the. touchy 
aluminum situation. Adroit politi- 
cian that he is, he wouldn't say 
where the Government is turning 
for vitally needed additional alu- 
minum production, but did stress 
the need for more of the metal, 
adding that the need w ould be met. 

However, the Government, since 
Wilson’s announcement, has been 
quietly approving certificates of 
necessity for a tremendous expan- 
sion of the aluminum industry in 
the South.

Let’s see how the South has 
fared in the aluminum field since 
Wilson's announcement: 

At Point Comfort, Texas, the 
Aluminum Company of America 
has undertaken an expansion pro- 
gram that, when completed, will 
give the plant more than half as 
much aluminum-producing capaci- 
ty as the entire United States had 
in 1939. 

The Point Comfort plant, singly, 
will burn up as much electricity 
as the City of Atlanta. | 

The Point Comfort expansion is 
but one phase of a developing pro- 
gram that will give the states of 
Fexas, - Louisiana and Arkansas 
an annual 370,000 tons of new 
aluminum capacity—or more than 
three times the additional alumi- 
num-making capacity earmarked 
for the current top-producing 
Northwest. 

By early 1953, in the developing 
program to step up aluminum pro- 
duction in the South, the region 
will have boosted its annual addi- 
tional tonnage to 500,000.

NEW YORK, Nov. 8—(4)—Cot- 
ton futures soared as much as $10 
a bale today as the Department of 
Agriculture astounded traders by 
lopping off 1,160,000 bales from its 
October estimate of the 1951 cot- 
ton crop. 

Traders had looked for only a 
small decline of 100,000 to 200,000 
bales. Broad trade and commission 
house buying pushed all deliveries 
up the daily trading limit of $10 a 
bale compared with the lows of 
the day. 

The Department of Agriculture 
estimated the crop at 15,771,000 
bales which traders. felt might 
bring the cotton carryover at the 
end of the season down to 2,000.- 
000 bales or less which would be 
the smallest carryover since 1925 
when it was 1,503,000 bales. 

Traders felt that the iower pro- 
duction prospect would strengthen 
the holding movement among pro- 
ducers for better prices and pre- 
dicted that cotton. may rise to the 
ceiling level later in the season.

000 feet altitude was reported 
Thursday to the U. S. Air Force:

| This risk is due to cosmic rays. 
|These rays at great altitude are 
entirely different from _ those 
‘reaching earth’s surface. The can- 
cer risk is not too alarming. It 
‘seems to be a higher cancer rate 


jthan if you stay on the ground. 


This hazard has not been veri- 
fied, but there is so much evidence 
ithat this symposium is planning 
‘for mice to be flown in balloons 
to 100,000 feet to test the cancer 
risk. 


Ninety thousand feet is an alti-| 
tude at which it is expected com-_ 


are perfected. The possible cancer 
risk begins at about 80,000 feet. 
Our rocket ship flyers probably 


already are going higher than 


that. 


The cancer situation was de- 
scribed by Dr. H. J. Schaefer of 
the U. S. School of Aviation Medi- 
cine, Pensacola, Fla. It was con- 
firmed by Professor H. J. Muller, 
Indiana University, the man who 
discovered the effects of X-rays 
on heredity, and who said there 
will also be some slight heredity 
effects of very high flying.

Make Fall Desserts Reminiscent 
Of Mother's T hanksgiving Treats

There's a hominess about November that encourages dreams of childhood days. We'll wager 
much of it has to do with the food bounty of the harvest season and the memory of what Mother 
did with apples, pumpkin, cranberries, sweet potatoes and nuts. Chances are they ended up in some 
grand desserts. These foods plus sugar and spice and everything nice are just what good desserts 
are made of. 

November desserts should in- 
clude a mince pie generous with 
apples, beef, currants, molasses, 
cider and fragrant spices. Ruby 
red cranberry sauce topping a 
snowy white upside-down cake 
means stealing a march on the 
turkey’s companion. Who can 
forget a steamed pudding that 
attested to mother’s ingenuity 
and originality with subtle 
spices? And few in thts state 
could not recall a nut pie from 
the homegrown supply of pe- 
cans or peanuts. 

Today’s homemaker may 
make any of these desserts 
without the hours of work that 
used to be necessary. Cake and 
pie mixes, prepared mince meat, 
convenient spices and ready 
shelled nuts are easy shortcuts. 
Here are our best recipes for 
some of these seasonal desserts. 
You can add the shortcuts to 
sult your time. 

MINCEMEAT 
1 pound beef chuck, cut up 
2 pounds quartered, cored, 
pared tart apples

One and a half cups of left- 
over chicken doesn’t sound like 
much, but that’s all you need to 
make spicy chicken balls for 
four persons. Stretch scraps of 
chicken you’ve put aside in the 
refrigerator with a few bread 
crumbs, ‘season with chopped 
pickle, onion, and parsley, and 
blend with an egg so that the 
mixture can be molded into 
balls and you have a good start 
on tonight’s dinner.

Vary Your Vegetables With Sauce 


Vegetables are one of the im- 
portant food groups to be in- 
cluded in our meals every day. 
Nutritionists recommend that 
we eat at least three servings, 
some green and leafy vegetahles, 
some yellow and, of course, po- 
tatoes. 


With the wide variety of fresh, 
frozen and eanned to choose 


from it should not be difficult 
to serve different vegetables 
each day for a week. However 
some families have developed 
certain dislikes, so all too often 
the same vegetables are served 
so frequently that no one enjoys 
them. 

There are two remedies. One 
is to serve them with new sauces 
and seasonings. Cheese sauce 
goes with most vegetables. Mus- 
tard sauce tops hot green beans, 
cabbage, spinach and other 
greens very well. Cream, sea- 
soned with a thick bottled meat 
sauce and paprika, is good on 
broccoli, Brussels sprouts, green 
limas, and other greens. Then 
there is always the grand, 
smooth, lemon-flavored Hol- 
landaise for asparagus, green 
beans, artichokes, and carrots. 

The other way to get the fam- 
ily to eat more vegetables is to 
try new ways of cooking and 
serving them. Here are some 
recipes for doing just that.

1. Bake cookies that are moist, 
soft, and rather chewy. Soft 
drop cookies and bar cookies 
containing fruits and nuts are 
most satisfactory. Molasses and 
honey cookies remain fresh 
longer than sugar cookies. 


2. Package cookies.in a strong 
cardboard, wooden, or metal box 
in which you’ve laid crumpled 
shredded newspaper for a 
pillow. 

3. Wrap each cooky individ- 

ally in wax paper or, better 
yet, in moisture vaporproof 
freezing paper! 

4. Lay cookies on end, close 
together in box, in neat rows to 
prevent them from rattling or 
shaking about during rough 
handling. 

5. Fill any open wedges with

PARIS, Nov. 8—(#)—Soviet Foreign Minister Andrei Vi- 
shinsky Thursday charged the United States with violation 
of human rights in the case of two Negroes shot by a sheriff in 
Eustis, Fla., on Tuesday.
